Men Who Work lor Two Dollars, and 


Factory Girls Who Earn but Eighty 


Cents Per Week-Cheapened 


Under Existing Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The hearing 


before the ways and means commiUe 
was resumed yesterday, and Mr. W. 0 
Witcomb, president of the Witcoml 
Metallic Bedstead Co., of Birmingham 
Conn., made an argument in favor o 
retaining the present tariff, which h 
considered fair. 


A. J. Toomey, member of the Ne 


York Produce Exchange and a manu 
facturer of high grade macaroni, ac 
vocated the retention of the presen 
duty of two cents a pound on import*' 
macaroni. He based his request on th 
difference in wages in the United State 
and Italy.

traditional site of the Holy Sepulcher 
as the place of the crucifixion and bur- 
ial of our Lord, have fixed upon the bill 
above Jeremiah's grotto, three hundred 
yards north of the Damascus gate, as 
the site of tho crucifixion.

this hill, which is covered with Moham- 
medan graves, is a large garden con- 
trolling the face of the hill, which is 
rock for one hundred and fifty yards. 
Excavations at different times in this 
garden have shown that six or more 
feet below the surface of the ground 
there exist interesting ruins, and in the 
rock itself there is an remarkable torob 
which has recently attracted much at- 
tention. An effort has been made the 
last year to purchase the garden, with 
its appurtenances, place it in the hands 
pf a general committee, bo that it should

certain grave, and at the depth of four 
feet we came upon large blocks of stone. 
I tried to dig in two places near the 
first, but with similar result*. At lost 
we dug the grave elsewhere and subse- 
quently I employed men to remove the 
earth from the stones referred to, and 
at that point and at two others where 
' made examinations I found the re- 
mains of a large building, which, 1 
Judge, was a church. These founda- 
tions of pillars were on a pavement of 
six or seven feet below the surface of 
the ground, and it Is a curious fact that 
wherever we attempt to dig a grave in 
that yard we come at the depth men- 
tioned upon human bones and skull* 
It seems shocking, but as the ground is 
full of such remains there is nothing U 
bedone. This filling In must have been 
clone long ago, for this ground has 
been American property since about 
1830. 
I hoped to have walled in these 


finds, so that they might always be ex- 
posed, but this was too expensive foi 
my private means, and I have partial!} 
lovered them and marked the places, 
BO that they can be avoided whenevei 
it is necessary hereafter to dig graves."

One ot the wont wreckii ot a wagon 


noted in connection with tbe operation 
ot the electric street oar was observed at 
•boat seven o'clock this morning at the 
intoneetion of East North and Franklin 
streets. On tbe south side of the south 
track was the wreck ot an old gravel 
wagon, uevery wheel broken and (me 
wheel carried east halt a block. Only 
the loose boards of the bed, which were 
tough, escaped 
demolition. 
Joseph 


Eaton, with B pain in bis buck, a skinned 
arm and • braise on bis head, was mak- 
ing an inventory ot tbe wreck as the 
crowd oolU ated. Mr. Eaton and bis son, 
Joe, were in the wagon at the time ot the 
collision. Baton was driving south on 
Franklin, going after a load oi gravel, 
and cor 22 with Mototman Gray in 
charge was approaching from tbe west. 
Mr. Baton was evidently paying no atten- 
tion to the possibility ot danger, bnt was 
driving ahead on a walk. He bad passed 
over the street oar track on the north 
aide. He did not hear tbe clanging of 
the car bell, and witnesses nay he did not 
look around, and was not disturbed un- 
til the oar struck the wagon amidship, 
throwing wagon, horses snd Eaton and 
his son to the right, the old man and his 
son being tossed a considerable distance 
in the air. The Banes were not injured. 
It was plainly a piece ot cureless driving 
on the part ot Eaton. The tap of the 
alarm bell by on approaching car usually 
has considerable effect upon drivers of 
vehicles, but in this case eye-witnesses 
say Eaton paid no attention whatever to 
the warning. Gray, the motorman, had 
reason to believe that Eaton would stop 
or whip up hia horses to keep off tbe 
track, bnt he did not, much to Gray's 
surprise. It was then too late to avoid 
the collision and the wreck was tbe result. 
The old wagon was worth not to exceed 
$16.

It ever the people needed 


water for sprinkling purposes to word off 
he possibilities of fires about premises, 
to keep the grass from dying, and to 
make life endurable in a bnstlicg oity, ii 
s right now. 
There are scores of citizens who have 


seen many seasons of long dry spells, 
who believe that Deflator's water supply 
drawn from the Bangamon is inexhansti- 
ile, and while perhaps many ot the 
water takers are willing to be more eco- 
nomical and care'nl in the UBS ot the 
water, they feel that the ordet shutting 
off the use for sprinkling is not war 
ranted by the actual condition of the 
water in tbe river.

If it should 
even with the present drsft upon it for 
the manufacturers, hotels, breweries, the 
railroads, and sprinkling, tbe city force 
might be utilized by cutting through the 
sand bars snd low places at Hog Island 
the Iron bridge, the Cow Ford bridge 
end at other points above. 
There is 


plenty ot water in the river, and a little 
work will get it, so that all ot the people 
who want water oan nee it. 


A gentleman who has known, tbe river 


al! bis life soys the river is not as low 
now as he has known it, and it is his 
opinion that the engines can never pump 
it dry. The springs alone, be says, wil 
supply the demand. He says the river 
now is just where it bus been tor two 
months as to the stage of water, and that 
tbe springs have been largely the wnroe 
of supply.
